SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled The Young & the Hung is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The Young & the Hung presents a series of casual homosexual encounters between 
young males. The feature contains a scene in which a male who presents as a young 
adolescent is initiated into sexual activity by a more experienced youth who offers 
pornographic magazines in return for the performance of certain sexual acts. As the 
scene progresses, the younger male is persuaded to consent to anal intercourse. The 
methods employed by the more experienced male present as manipulative. Because 
of this scene, the video recording tends to promote and support the exploitation of a 
young person for sexual purposes. The video recording is deemed objectionable 
under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act), 
unless this scene is excised. The owner of the video was advised that excision of the 
scene was required, but failed to respond within the specified period. The right to 
freedom of expression contained in si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 
(NZBR Act) does not apply to this video because it contains material which falls under 
the criteria of s3(2) of the FVPC Act. The provisions of s3(2) are deeming provisions 
which override si 4 of the NZBR Act. 
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
